Dr. Dascom of Williams college gave 


another very interesting talk belore the 
Tuesday Night institute Tuesday evening 
in order, as he said, to m.ike clear a few 
points which might not have been made 
clear in his previous talk. 


He began by saying that the campaign 


just closed turned largely on the idea that 
what this country needs to make pros- 


| perous times is a rise of prices. But I 
think, said Dr. Baseoin, that general and 
permanent prosperity accompanies slowly 
tailing prices. During the hist 1UO years 
the prices of the great mass of commoili 


j ties of large consumption have fallen. A 
. shoe manufacturer c<tn prosper in his 


I business though tue prices of shoes are 


falling all the time. Of the prosperity of 
tnc community at large this theory is 
correct. 
Whatever is favorable to tbe 


purchaser is also favorable to the pro- 
ducer. But the 
demand for commodi- 


ties must increase, and then prices can 
fall and yet the producer be as well re- 
warded as before. 


If a man can sell $10D worth of goods 


where be .sold $10 worth he can reduce 
his profits from tea per cent, to one 
per cent, and still tbe aggregate gain will 
be just the same. 
And it is true that 


wages can increase wi.jl • prices decrease 
Labor is facilitated by invention and bet- 
ter organization of enterprises, and a 
greater portion of what formerly went to 
profit now goes to labor. In the cost of 
ordinary commodities 17 per cent, now 
represents wages, against 25 per cent, a 
few years rgo. 


But prosperityalong these lines depends 


on an increased demand, and consump- 
tion does increase rapidly with civiliza- 
tion. We cannot increase tbe demand 
unless working people, who constitute by 
far the larger part of the purchasers, are 
able to buy. As labor is able to buy it 
increases the demand, and as labor in- 
creases in prosperity its wages are thrown 
ir.to the market where they help to in- 
crease the demand. If this is the correct 
view, then a rise of pric'-'S is not neces- 
sary to prosperity. 


Lowering prict! is ths product of civili- 


zation, and this is what makes us better 
ofi" than people were 100 years ago. To 
illustrate, take the mackerel fisheries. 
Some years ago mackeral began to grow 
scarce and the price went up, but while 
prices are higher now the businessis much 
smaller and fewer people are engaged 
in it. 
A slow and continuous rise of 


prices tends to check business, while a 
steady fall, if accompanied by an increas- 
ing demand, increases 
the number 


engaged in a business and leads to a more 
general prosperity. Of course, if prices 
tail precipitately, caused by tbe supply 
running ahead of the demand, then there 
is loss, and a sudden rise in prices some- 
times results in great gains. 


The discovery of the California gold 


mines increased the prosperity of the 
country by adding to its capital, and the 
accompanying rise of prices was inci- 
dental, and not the primary cause of that 
prosperity. 


The prosperity that came to business 


during and after the war was due to the 
fact that at that time the govern- 
ment was a large borrower and was using 
money lavishly. 
Any one who can 


borrow money can be prosperous for a 
time, but his prosperity ends when the 
money is gone unless he can borrow more. 


If all prices were to rise evenly there 


would be no particular gain for any one. 
But they do not. 
The prices of some 


commodities rise much quicker than 
others, and so those who handle those 
commodities are benefited. When a few 
men in a community are doing well, 
though many others may be losing in a 
quiet way, we think we have prosperous 
times, but it is not so. One or two good 
prizes drawn from a lottery would indi- 
cate that the purchase of lottery tickets 
was profitable if we did not remember 
that the gains of the winners were more 
than offset by the losses of others. 


Since the war we have been paying the 


war debt and suffering the reaction from 
those times of abnormal activity. Take 
as an example tbe boys' school at South 
Wi'liamstown, which enjoyed great pros- 
perity during the period of high prices 
following the war. But the building was 
not paid for at that time, when it cost 
two or three times as much ns it would 
under normal conditions, and when 
normal conditions returned the school 
went down, not because of normal condi- 
tions, b"t because of those which preceded 
them. 


It lias been said that in this country the ( 


rich are growing richer aud the poor 
poorer. Tiiis statement is not, true, yet it 
stands for an important truth. In no 
twenty-five years of our history has the 
disparity in the returns for effort been so 
great as in the last twenty-five. Nearly 
all of our millionaires have become such 
since the war. This condition brings dis- 
satisfaction, unequal opportunities, and, 
in some cases, oppression. 


But the common people will never be 


prospered by a sudden rise of prices 
bought about by a change in tbe currency. 
They are not in a position to take advan- 
tage of the speculative opportunities. 
They aie in the position of the man who 
said he could once have bought as good a 
square as there is in Chicago for a yellow 
dog, and when asked why he <Ud not do it 
replied that he didn't have the dog. 


For all these reasons no class should be 


so slow to disturb normal conditions as 
men of ruoderi-.te means.

It Is One of the Ci^atost \Vouders Iu

One of tho greatest curiosities iu the

Danridga positively refused to tell of 
the whereabouts of the ice ledge, and 
only visited the piacs when it was a!> 
eolutely necessary to obtain a. supply to 
be used in case of sickueeij, 


The old man died many years ago, 


r.nd from that time until ISfltf tho loca- 
tion of Dauridge'a ice ruiuo was un- 
known, the old gentleman having never 
even taken his own family into the se- 
cret.

a party of herb diggers visited the un- 
frequented region contiguous to Stone 
mountain and were fortunate enough to 
rediscover the lost ice mine.

LADIES IN EARNEST 


An Echo of the Campaign. 


Political managers and the public In 


general have been deeply interested in 
tho national vote of the women in this 
campaign. This was carried on by means 
of postal cards sent by. women all over the 
United States to a designated manufactur- 
ing office whose clerical force handled 
and counted the ballots. While it is true

for the First Time In Years Gold Now Bo.

Troubles Official*. 


Washington, Nov. 11.—The treasury 


for the first time in several years is re- 
ceiving gold in considerable quantities 
tor customs duties. From this reason, 
and from the further fact previously 
mentioned in these dispatches that 
gold is being withdrawn from hoard- 
ing places and deposited in the various 
sub-treasuries, the gold balance at the 
opening of business to-day had in- 
creased to 8122,234,315. The present 
policy of the department is to discour- 
age the receipt of gold, as the treasury 
lias not on 
hand, without incon- 


veniencing itself, sufficient currency to 
exchange for all the gold likely to be 
offered. The present treasury balance 
is S-2!),903,000, of which (exclusive of 
the 8122.000,000 gold) 831,854,000 is in 
grernbacks and 839,471.000 Sherman 
noti s. Only 513,343,000 of silver certi- 
licaies remain in the treasury. The 
continncd increase in the deficit is now 
engaging the attention of Secretary 
Carlisle, and will be treated by him in 
his annual report. It is rumored that 
he will recommend an increase in the 
tax on beer from 81 to S3 per barrel. 
This proposition is said to be favored 
by Commissioner Miller. The treasury 
deficit for this month up to date—one- 
third of the month having passed—is 
84,4)3,000, making an aggregate since 
July 1,1893, of 537,342,000.

Washington, Nov. 11.—Every indica- 


tion points to the probability that 
within the next fifteen or twenty days 
Sir Julian Pauncefote and Secretary 
Olney, plenipotentiaries appointed for 
that 
purpose 
by their respective 


governments, may be able to sign here 
in Washing-ton the protocol of a pro- 
posed treaty to be subsequently sub- 
mitted by their respective governments* 
for approval which will include within 
its provisions a method of arbitrating 
the boundary line between Venezuela 
and British Guiana. The exact terms 
of this important convention are not 
yet definitely settled—far less signed. 
On the contrary verbal changes are 
continually being suggested and agreed 
upon, or modified by cable mebsaffrs 
between the plenipotentiaries and thu 
British foreign office. 
But that essen- 


tial basis of the treaty has been agreed 
upon is made clear in the correspond- 
ence which Secretary Olney last even- 
ing felt justified in making public after 
Lord Salisbury's significant speech at 
the London Mansion house Mouclaj" 
night and published in these dispatches.
